The explosion, followed by 
fire. demolished the Wilson- 
Keith & Co. pharmaceutical 
plant at 4140 Chippewa street 
and caused extensive damage to 


the adjoining White Line Laun- 
dry to the west and a residence 
to the east.

The dead, all employes of the 
pharmaceutical firm, are: 
The Rev. Robert Hill, a fore- 
man, 1929A Chouteau avenue. 
His wife, Mrs. Lillie Hill, 
machine operator. 
Roosevelt Madden, granu’a- 
tor, 1711 Papin street. 
James Muldrew, pill coater, 
1215A Armstrong avenue. 
Manuel Silverman, machine 
operator, 1828A Chouteau ave- 


nue. 

Those killed were Negroes, al- 
though about half of the firm's 
17 employes in the plant when 
the blast occurred at 1:05 p.m. 
were white persons. 

Search for additional victims 
fn the ruins of the Wilson- 
Keith plant was called off 
shortly after Silverman's body 
was found in the debris at 10 
o'clock last night. ‘Police said 
all persons known to Have been 
in the plant had been ac- 
counted for. ‘

The two-story brick building 
occupied by the pharmaceutical 
company was leveled as effec- 
tively as if it had been hit by 
a mb. The explosion also 
knocked out the entire east wall 
of the laundry. 

The fire marshal’s office and 
police, looking into cause of the 
blast, were ‘interested in a re- 
port that tests were being made 
at the time with material used 
in connection with Army flame- 
throwers. 

A representative of the Uni- 
versal Match Co., which has a 
contract for manufacture.of pel- 
lets for flame-throwers, was in 
the pharmaceutical plant when 
the explosion occurred. He was 
Fred R. Layton, who was dug 
out of the debris, alive but seri- 
ously injured, two hours and 40 
minutes after the explosion. 

Firm Officers Suspect Gas. 

Officers of the Wilson-Keith 
firm expressed doubt that the 
blast was caused by the flame- 
thrower material, saying they 
had been assured that it was 
not dangerous under ordinary 
conditions and was not easily 
inflammable. : 

Robert’ C. Keith, president, 
and Hans F. Jacoby, vice presi- 
dent, said they believed tne 
blast was the result of a gas 
explosion. 

‘“‘We had the Laclede Gas Co. 
come in to check a leak yester- 
day morning,” Keith told the 
Post-Dispatch. “A foreman re- 
ported to me that there was a 
smell of gas on the side of the 
building next to the laundry.”

PORT MORESBY, New 
Guinea, June 11 (UP) — An 
Australian aerial survey party 
was reported today to have 
found a “lost” civilization of 
100,000 persons in New Guinea 
in a 4000-square-mile unex- 
plored area. 

“I believe we now have dis- 
covered the last of the big 
populations in New Guinea,” A. 
A. Roberts, director of native 
affairs, said. 

Roberts said the natives lived 
in villages about 7000 feet 
above sea level, in a series of 
valleys stretching for 
100 miles along the Muller and 
Karius mountain ranges.

The United States offered to 
transport the troops by sea, he 
said, but the’ French replied 
they could do this themselves. 

He said the French wanted to 
airlift an additional 3000 troops 
from North Africa to Indochina 
and said they could handle 2000 
themselves. They asked the 
United States to transport the 
remaining 1000. 

The Defense Department 
spokesman said another French 
airlift request still is under 
study. This would call for the 
United States Air Force to trans- 
port between 600 and 1500 Dien 
Bien Phu casualties from Indo- 
china to Paris. He said no de- 
cision has been reached. 

French officials have secretly 
told the United States that 
France will not be able to carry 
on the Indochnia fighting much 
longer without Allied interven- 
tion, informants said.

WASHINGTON, June 11 (AP) 
—Beating a deadline by one day, 
the House today voted a one- 
year extension of the President’s 
power to negotiate trade agree- 
ments with foreign nations. 

It passed and sent to the Sen- 
ate a bill extending the power to 
June 12, 1955, despite opposition 
claims that the program as now 
operated is ruining basic Ameri- 
can industries. 

The roll call vote was 281 
to 53. 

Existing law, one of several 
extensions of the 20-year-old 
trade agreements program, ex- 
pires at midnight tomorrow. 

There was no likelihood that 
the Senate would act before the 
expiration deadline. Its failure 
to do so, however, would not 
affect the trade program, since 
the President already has used 
up about all the authority he 
has under existing law. The only 
major agreement in the offing 
is with Japan, and months will 
be required to work that out. 

An agreement with Japan 
would, under present Jaw, have 
to provide for tariff rates on 
Japanese imports not higher 
than rates given other nations 
on similar imports.

He _ said he 
turned this work over to the 
Rev. Robert Hill, another em- 
ploye. Exendine went to another 
part of the plant, about 60 feet 
away, to mix some drugs. 

This switch saved Exendine 
but cost Hill his life. The min- 
ister, who served as pastor of 
Hill’s Chapel in his spare time, 
was killed at the spot Exendine 
had left a few moments earlier. 

Flash and Loud Noise. 

“Suddenly a flash of fire hit 
me, and then there was a loud 
noise,” Exendine said. “I was 
blinded, and when I tried to 
move around I became tangled 
up in machinery. There were 
cries ‘Help’ but I couldn't tell 
where they came from. 

“It was all dark, but then I 
saw a light which I thought was 
a door or ‘a window. I made 
my way to it and found it was 
a hole in the wall that had been 
blown open by the explosion. I 
crawled through this hole and 
got out.” 

Exendine, 43, was treated for 
burns of the face and forearms. 

Hans Jacoby, vice president 
of Wilson-Keith, said he was in 
the plant office at the front of 
the building. 

“I felt the shock and the 
whole building seemed to cave 
in,” he said. “I was covered 
with debris, but. I could see 
light through the wreckage. I 
crawled up toward it and got 
out.” 

Jacoby, who lives at 1013 
Donnell avenue, Bellefontaine 
Neighbors, suffered a fractured 
jaw, cuts and bruises. 

The blast blew down the east 
wall of the White Line Laundry 
next door to the pharmaceutical 
plant. 

Mrs. Anna Smith, 59-year-old 
clerical worker at the laundry, 
said she was in the second-floor 
office when the building was 
rocked by the blast. 

“Parts of the floor fell,” she 
related. “I was knocked off my 
feet and slid down the slanting 


of the force of the blast. 
Dale Glick, 8901 West Lawn 
drive, Brentwood, a salesman 
for Southern Pharmaceutical 
Co., was on the second floor 
of the chemical plant talk- 
ing business with Frank Wilson 
of Wilson-Keith when he heard

Choking smoke billowed from 
the wreckage of the pharmaceu- 
tical plant for hours, hampering 
firemen in their search for vic- 
tims. It was after 10 o'clock 
last night that the body of Man- 
uel Silverman, Negro machine 
operator who lived at 1828A 
Chouteau avenue, was discov- 
ered. 

Floodlights illuminated the 
scene of the disaster as the body 
of this fifth victim was brought 
out.

Approximately 100 auxiliary 
policemen helped direct traffic 
and keep back the throngs of 
curious spectators. Salvation 
Army canteen workers made the 
rounds with cold water in the 
93-degree heat of the afternoon, 
and: also served coffee and 
orangeade to the weary fire- 
men and policemen. 

Heat from the blaze was so in- 
tense that firemen standing on

James is accused of conspir- 
ing with Willard Durden, Or- 
lando building contractor, and 
Emmett Donnelly, Lake Wales 
lawyer. Donnelly killed himself 
Tuesday after being released in 
bond in three murder conspira- 
cy cases. 

Durden and Donnelly were 
arrested Monday and charged 
with a second conspiracy against 
Gerlach’s life and plots to kill 
two wealthy widows, Mrs. Byrd 
Roach of Lake Wales and Mrs. 
Louise Hawley of Orlando. 

Sheriff Gordon said Durden 
confessed to these three conspir- 
acies with Donnelly alone, and 
that Durden said Donnelly was 
the master mind. 

County Solicitor Clifton Kelly 
said he was not convinced that 
Durden told all he knew about 
the cases. 

Donnelly handled the financial 
affairs of all three clients and 
stood to profit by an unchecked 
handling of their funds when 
they died, investigators said. 
Durden admitted he was to get 
$25,000 for arranging the deaths 
of each one, Gordon said. 

But Durden, rearrested after 
James was brought into the case, 
denied knowing anything about 
a plot with James. 

Gordon, Kelly and special in- 
vestigator Hamp Gandy ques- 
tioned Durden for more than an 
hour last night without result, 
then confined him to county jail | 
in default of $15,000 bond, Aft- 
er he confessed in the earlier 
cases, Durden had been freed 
in bond of $5000.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The Post-Dispatch rendered a fine 
service by reprinting Freeman Til- 
den’s delightful description of the 
Dinosaur National Monument. 


You would have added to this 
service if, in your accompanying edi- 
torial, you had made it abundantly 
clear that the dinosaur quarry for 
which the monument was named 
would in no wise be disturbed by the 
proposed Echo Park and Split Moun- 
tain reservoirs. | 


The lakes would form up the river 
canyons from the quarry and would 
jeopardize nothing of historical or 
archeological value except where 
samplings could be salvaged and put 
on display in a museum of easy pub- 
lic access. 


The precedent for this was set by 
the TVA when archeological, histori- 
cal and paleontological material, 
threatened with inundation, was re- 
moved and preserved. 


You also failed to report that few 
of the breath-taking scenes Mr. Til- 
den describes will be seen by many 
people under present conditions; that 
the Yampa and Green rivers are un- 
safe for unexperienced, unskilled 
boatmen. 


Roads to a few points are rough 
and hazardous and subject to flood 
destruction. Thus the real grandeur 
of this country is sealed to the ordi- 
nary person in “the national safe- 
ty deposit box,” to be viewed and en- 
joyed by a few adventurous or af- 
fluent tourists. 


Just recently a couple, after read- 
ing of the wonders of the Yampa and 
the Green canyons, tried to negotiate 
them in a kayak, narrowly escaping 
with their lives. The superintend- 
ent of Dinosaur National Monument 
is warning tourists against trying to 
go down the rivers in rowboats, ca- 
noes and rafts, as many are trying to 
do. 
The rivers can be traveled safely 
only by professional river boatmen, 
who incidentally conduct safe tours, 
for a sizable sum, though doubtless 
the trips are worth it. 

If the dams are built and miles of 
quiet water created, amateurs could 
go up and down these scenic canyons 
im- their 6wn craft with safety and 
pleasure as at Lake Mead. Moreover, 
Colorado, Utah, New Mexico and Wy- 
oming would be able to use their 
legally allotted water from the Colo- 
rado river for future industrial, mu- 
nicipal and agricultyyal development.

And it would 
have been more effective if the President éould 
point to a record of consistent and resolute 
leadership in behalf of his own program, 

When Mr. Eisenhower spoke out strongly for 
his farm policy of reduced price supports on 
basic crops, he was conducting himself as mil- 
lions of Americans wish him to—as a nonparti- 

» san Chief Executive uniting the energies of both 
parties and all factions. 

“I am completely unmoved by arguments as 
to what constitutes good or winning politics,” the 
President said, with reference to farm legisla- 
tion. “I know that swhat is right for America 
is politically right.” 

People will differ on the proper level of 
farm price support, but most of them will agree 
that this is exactly how they would like Presi- 
dent Eisenhower to approach the farm problem 
and every other problem. 

Unfortunately the record does not show a 
consistent pursuit of this fine ideal. On the 
vital issue of tariffs and foreign trade, for 
example, the President late in March asked 
Congress to extend the Reciprocal Trade Agree- 
ments Act for three years, with broadened 
authority to negotiate tariff reductions. He 
described this as a “minimum” program for the 
national welfare. 

Faced with Republican resistance in the 
House, however, the President has now aban- 
doned this request for the present, and has 
offered to accept a one-year extension without 
any broadened authority. And it is the Senate 
Democrats, not the Administration or the Re- 

‘publican Senate leaders, who are now fighting 
for legislation to carry out Mr. Eisenhower's 
original program. " 

It seems plain that the reason for this failure 
of leadership on one of the most basic parts of 
the President's program was political. Mr. 
Eisenhower was persuaded that a fight on tariff 
policy would split the Republican party and 
endanger its chances in the congressional elec- 
tions. And so the nonpartisan banner which he 
carries when asking for a reduction of farm 
price supports is dashed to the ground in the 
equally important tariff controversy. 

With the objectives of the President's legis- 
lative recommendations millions of Americans 
agree, just as they agreed with the same objec- 
tives when they were sponsored by Mr. Eisen- 
hower’s Democratic predecessors. But there is 
no point in glossing over the fact that the largest 
obstacle in the way of reaching these goals is 
the standpat wing of the President’s own party. 

This has been demonstrated time and again, 
and every demonstration of it makes more un- 
realistic Mr. Eisenhower's decision to support all 
Republican candidates for Congress whether 
they are supporters of his policy or not. 

It just does not make sense for the people, 
if they want a vigorous program of reciprocal 
trade agreements, to rally around such Congress- 
men as Daniel Reed and Richard Simpson, who 
forced the President’s retreat from this goal. 
It does not make sense to call for a strong public 
housing program and ask for the re-election of 
Congressmen who are fighting it. 

When he calls for the election of all Republi- 
cans, with him or against him, the President is 
asking the people to hand out partisan rewards 
for a legislative program which can be achieved 
only by nonpartisan effort. 


Sheriff Or Police? 


St. Louis county has been brought closer to a 
decision between the sheriff and a new police 
system. Arthur B. Shepley Jr., chairman of the 
Citizens’. Commission on Law Enforcement, has 
given the County Council the draft of a pro- 
posed charter amendment to establish a county 
police force. 

Now the council is in a position to submit the 
proposal to the voters in the general election. 
And since the Citizens’ Commission was named 
at the council’s request, the council members 
certainly know what the issues are. The urban 
county has searched hard for a modern substi- 
tute for the rural sheriff system. The choice is 
between a strictly-selected and trairfed police 
force under a bigartisan board, or the political- 
ly-managed sheriff's office. 

Here is an opportunity for the growing county 
to catch up with efficient law enforcement meth- 
ods. The decision is so apparent that, with the 
council’s approval, it should be put before all 
the county voters on Nov. 2.

No Raids, With Holdouts 

The no-raiding pact between the AFL and 
CIO should carry benefits far beyond the 
10,000,000 union members represented by it. 
Raiding among established unions has been a 
prime source of labor trouble. Its effects have 
not been restricted to the unions involved but 
have often brought damage to employers and 
the public as well. 

Obviously the new agreement is not going to 
end such disputes at once. Though 94 unions are 
pledged to abide by the no-raiding pact, 50 
unions remain aloof. These include the AFL 
teamsters and carpenters and the CIO steelwork- 
ers, each jealous of its power. 

But the mass of organized labor stands against 
the pointless strife caused by union raids, so the 
AFL and CIO leaderships think all unions will 
sign up in time. Not only labor but the public 
will want to watch the conduct of the holdouts. 
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‘Spokesman’ for the AEC 

It is most encouraging to learn that the dis- 
pute over “one-man rule” in the Atomic Energy 
Commission has been ended by a unanimous 
vote in the Joint Congressional Committee on 
Atomic Energy. The able chairman, Lewis L. 
Strauss, who testified in support of a provision 
that would have proclaimed the chairman to be 
the “principal officer” of the AEC, is simply to 
be the “official spokesman.” 

There was no good reason advanced in the 
hearing for making the chairman the “principal 
officer.” Mr. Strauss did testify that it was im- 
possible to operate an industry as large as the 
AEC by committee, And a letter from Herbert 
Hoover was introduced which predicted “disaster 
and delay” unless the chairman became princi- 
pal officer. But this was all far outweighed by 
the fact that Mr. Strauss has been gathering 
more and more power to himself as chairman 
and by the fact that the collective judgment of 
five commissioners should be superior to the 
judgment of one lone man. 

Representative Melvin Price of East St. Louis 
believes that the split within the AEC over Mr. 


Strauss’s bid for more power is now going to . 


heal over. Mr. Strauss can do much to insure 
this by meeting the complaints of three of his 
fellow commissioners that he has kept them jn 


the dark about some policy matters and that 
they have not had the access to President Eisen- 
hower that they had to President Truman. 
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A Rabbi on the Ramparts 

The belief that one’s own historical period is 
unique seems to be a recurring human phenome- 
non amd in every generation voices are raised 
in protest against the allegedly peculiar evils of 
“the times.” It is not surprising, then, that dis- 
turbed Americans should be speaking of ‘‘anti- 
reason” and “know-nothingism” as if they 
were new, They are not new in the United States 
or elsewhere. Such expressions as “dreamy-eyed 
poet,” “absent-minded professor,”’ “‘cold-hearted 
intellectual” and “greasy grind’ are indications 
of a continuing attitude toward people who 
seem too much addicted to the use of the mind. 

It also seems to us that Rabbi Ferdinand Is- 
serman may have been too much oppressed by 
particular examples when he said at Washing- 
ton University that the tradition of learning 
was dying out in the United States. As far as 
the general situation can be determined through 
statistics more Americans are exposed to learn- 
ing than ever. What they learn and how they 
use it is less impressive but there is no certain 
evidence of an increasing intellectual anemia. 
What does appear certain, however, is that the 
present climate of fear has encouraged the usual 
quota of blatherskites into making the most ex- 
travagant appeals to unreason, narrow prejudice, 
and primitive emotion. 

So even though the anti-intellectuals may be 
no more numerous than ever they could certain- 
ly be more dangerous at a time when the mar- 
gin of permissible error in the conduct of our 
government and our national life has suddenly 
narrowed. Never in the history of our nation 
has the need for the kind of clear thinking that 
comprehends all the relevant facts been more 
imperative. And clear thinking at the top will 
inevitably be affected by mushy thinking be- 
low. If the people’s directives are loose and 
irrational, their leaders must either act in kind 
or ignore them. The possible consequences of 
either course would be disastrous. 

So Rabbi Isserman was more than justified in 
urging the Washington University graduates to 
“man the ramparts against anti-intellectualism.” 
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Ahead of the Tide 

In preparation for the end of segregation in 
the District of Columbia’s public schools next 
fall, the Congress of Parents and Teachers in 
the national capital has removed all bars to 
membership in its 64 all-white P.-T.A.s. This 
is interesting and encouraging news. And it 
ought to suggest to leaders of the St. Louis 
Council of P.-T.A.s and the Mound City P.-T.A. 
that they explore methods of integrating their 
groups before school reopens in the fall. Lead- 
ers of the all-white St. Louis Public School 
Patrons’ Alliance also should take whatever 
steps may be necessary to throw open the door 
to every prospective patron, regardless of race. 
By such action St. Louis parents, teachers and 
patrons would be moving ahead of the tide, not 
merely riding it, 
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.  Pipemaker 

“My kind has almost died out,” Henry J. Jost 
said ten years ago, and that is truer now because 
of the passing of the Sixth street pipemaker. 
Today nearly all pipes come from machines in- 
stead of careful hands. But Mr. Jost was a 
specialist in a liberal] art, and his customers— 
scholars, he called them—had to light up and 
toe the line. 

Many a thankful St. Louisan knows the Jost 
rules for pipe smoking: the proper fitting of the 
pipe to smoker (big bowls for big men and vice 
versa), the slow breaking in df well-aged briar 
(half-bowl to start, wiped in honey), the clean- 
ing process (avoid metal “plumbing,” use a pipe- 
cleaner with a bit of.alcohol or whisky to taste). 
Above all, keep a full ptperack; give each a rest. 

In fact, Mr. Jost and his friends and scholars 
had to be a special breed themselves. For a real 
pipe smoker is not any other kind of smoker, or 
any other kind of man, He does not puff and 
blow energetically, or bite and chew anxiously. 
A real pipe smoker is a patient, tolerant and re- 
flective citizen, with time for a long, slow and 
cool draw, and for a long, slow'and cool glance 
at the world around him. That is the kind of a 
man a Jost pipe was made for, and the kind of 
man the pipemaker was. 
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Repeal of a Vote Bonus 

The Italian Chamber of Deputies did well to 
repeal the election law under which a party get- 
ting 50 per cent or more of the popular vote 
would receive at least 64.5 per cent of the seats 
in the chamber. 

This law represented a rather desperate effort 
of former Premier De Gasperi's Christian Demo- 
cratic coalition to assure itself a working ma- 
jority in the parliament. But it was a boomer- 
ang. Not only did opposition parties assail the 
law as unfair, but a good many Christian Demo- 
crats felt that way about it. So they abstained 
from voting or marked protest ballots for other 
parties. The result: the Christian Democrats 
failed to get 50 per cent of the total vote, and 


instead of having a “bonus” working majority | 


they were worse off than before. 

Where elections turn on narrow margins and 
where the Communists are a real political 
threat, as in Italy, a government may well be 
tempted to seek an arbitrary electoral advan- 
tage. But whenever and wherever one vote does 
not count as much as another there has been a 
departure for democracy. Elections should be 
won and policies shaped by persuading the vot- 


ers, not by mathematical devices. To their credit, 


Italy’s Christian Democrats themselves acknowl- 
edged this by joining the Communists and other 
parties to repeal their own electoral innovation. 
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To Britain for Airplanes 

Capital Airlines, a major carrier serving the 
Eastern, Southern and Midwestern states, an- 
nounces that it is going to buy 40 British 
Viscount airliners for $45,000,000. J. H. Car- 
michael, president of Capital Airlines, says that 
he had to go to England to find a plane suitable 
for his company’s route structure in which 
distances between stops are far shorter than for 
transcontinental lines. 

‘The Viscounts, which use jet turbine engines 
geared to propellers, have established a record 
for getting business away from competitors in 
Europe where stops are at short intervals. Their 


335-mile-an-hour speed, vibrationless perform- 


ance and fuel economy are cited as major fac- 
tors in competition with piston planes. British 
civil aviation has been in the doidrums since 
last April 8 when the third fatal crash of a 
Comet airliner in 11 months resulted in the 
grounding of these straight jet airliners, 
So Capital’s purchase, in addition to helping 
» Britain’s dollar exchange, should restore some of 
the prestige that British civil aviation lost over 
the ill-fated Comets.

Four months ago this reporter went 
off to Europe and the Middle East, leav- 
ing behind an America strong in muscle 
but troubled in mind. ; 


A visit to 10 nations and a news- 
paperman’s seat at both the Berlin and 
the Geneva conferences proved to this 
reporter beyond any shadow of a doubt 
that the non-Communist world is both 
wary of what we 
will do with our 
muscle and fright- 
ened at the state of 
our mind, the mind 
which will decide 
what we will do. 

Across the Atlan- 
tic and beyond the 
Mediterranean they 
do not see the 
choice aS we s0 
loudly proclaim it 
—for or «against 
Communism. Some 
do, of course. Oth- 
ers are under the John Foster Dulles 
spell of Marx and 
nothing wé can do will change them. 


But it is the vast middle group that 
makes the difference and these are 
the people, the —a the would-be 
friends we are lo or are in peril of 
losing. 

The struggle at Geneva with all its 
ramifications in Paris, in London, in 
New Delhi, in Jakarta, in Hanoi has 
made it clear that our peril is world- 
wide, . 

The traveler returning home to Amer- 
ica, however depressing his thoughts 
may have been on leaving Geneva, once 
again receives that magic lift which 
comes from the sweep of the American 
countryside, the majesty of American 
energy both of hand and brain. 


The Incompleted Wars 


The laughter of the children is the 
same. It’s something about the grown- 
ups that makes the difference. 


There are many ways of analyzing it, 
and many points to any correct analysis. 
But to this reporter, at least, the Amer- 
ican problem today, the problem which 
has divided us at home and imperiled 
us abroad, is the problem of how to ex- 
ercise the leadership of the free world. 


We are the nation ef the completed 
ball game. When the last half of the 
ninth is finished, we like to go home to 
dinner. We have always been the na- 
tion of the completed war. It is diffi- 
cult for Americans to see why we could 
not do that in Korea. We shrink from 
it in Indochina. 

An Administration which fought a 
limited and apparently inconclusive war 
was turned out of office for one which 
proclaims a doctrine of “instant and 
massive retaliation’ at places of our 
own choosing anywhere in the world. 

Yet when the enemy forces on us a 
choice in a strange land of rice paddies 


and colonialism we cannot decide 
whether to retaliate in any form. Our 
friends are afraid we will strike only 
that massive blow and drive civilization 
to extinction. 

For the truth is that many of our 
friends are more afraid of.us than they 
are of Communism. They realize that 
just as Hitler’s dogma forced his le- 
gions across frontiers, so that of Marx 
allows the Kremlin time, years, decades, 
perhaps centuries, to accomplish the 
ends which its dogma proclaims. 

The American reaction used to be 
what might be called the doctrine of 
major and minor premises. Commu- 
nism is the major threat to democracy 
and the major premise in countering it 
is that Communism respects only force 
—hence we must be strong of muscle. 


The minor premise is that we must 
work in a positive way to win the un- 
certain, the unconvinced, the wavering 
millions. This is the essence of Point 
Four in Latin America and Africa and 
Asia. This is the essence of righting the 
wrongs in our own house and why the 
historic Supreme Court unanimous deci- 
sion against public school segregation 
will in the end be more important to us 
in the world than anything else we have 
done since assuming our position of 
leadership. 


Between Two Premises 


Yet much we have done of late has 
been concerned only with the major 
premise and has neglected the minor 
premise. Arms for Arab nations more 
angered at the Jew than the Commu- 
nist. Public clamor by leaders who de- 
mand that Asian nations choose sides 
between Washington and Moscow. Talk 
of preventive war and that we can af- 
ford no more Koreas. Disgust at the 
snail’s pace of the United Nations. 
Wrath at seemingly contrary stands by 
our allies, and calls for cutting off aid 
to those who will not toe our line. 

The other day, Secretary of State 
Dulles spoke with nostalgia of the days 
when the task of his predecessors was 
“a leisurely, gentlemanly job.’ And he 
said that “this freedom that we have is 
= the dynamic force which it once 
was.” 

Coming back to America to find 
one’s homeland entranced by a sordid 
quarrel before the television cameras 
is not a happy homecoming. Yet if it 
serves to begin the end of McCarthy- 
ism, of man’s suspicion of his neighbor, 
of forced compliance to false standards, 
it will have been worth the public hu- 
miliation we have suffered in every 
land this side of the borders of Com- 
munist despotism. 

We must face up to our position in 
the world. We cannot find an alibi as 
so many of us are doing, in a decision 
by the British or the lack of decision 
by the French. We cannot operate on a 
theory of all or nothing, of “you're with 
us or you're against us,” of go-it-alone 
or of do-it-alone. 

We must cleanse our democracy at 
home ‘and practice it abroad.

Gen. Grant As President 


U. $. GRANT AND THE AMERICAN MILITARY 
TRADITION, by Bruce Catton. (Little, Brown and 

Co., 201 pgs., $3.) ' 

This is the first book to appear in 
Little, Brown’s new Library of Ameri- 
can’ Biography series. The series is 
based on what the publishers call “a 
consistent theory of biography,” ac- 
cording te which “the subject of these 
biographies is ... not the complete man 
or the complete society, but the points 
at which the two interact.” . 

Despite this limitation, Pulitzer Prize- 
winner Catton has done a fine job. The 
story revolves around General Grant 
as President of the United States, but 
is far more than stereotyped political 
biography. Mr. Catton is concerned 
with the question of whether or not 
Grant was unfitted by past military . 
experience for the presidency, and by 
inference, whether or not any profes- 
sional soldier suffers the same disabili- 
ty. Catton tends to think so. 

Grant never liked the Army, It never 
did much for him 
in the days before 
the Civil War — 
finally he quit. He 
returned to soldier- 
ing out of a dogged 
sense of duty, and 
did his job with 
growing ability—Fi- - 
nally, in Mr. Cat- 
ton’s eyes, Grant 
became an extreme- 
ly skilled general 
who knew what to 
do and did it. He 
shared the old Army 
idea that Congress 
: was the ultimate 
authority of the Government, and be- 
lieved that the President was no more 
than an administrative functionary 
whose primary duty was to carry out 
the orders of Congress. 

The troubles of Andrew Johnson only 
confirmed. the General in these ideas. 
Because of this notion, says Catton, 
and because of his total ignorance of 
politics, “in the end, it became human- 
ly impossible for Grant to be a strong 
President. . . . The fight between Con- 
gress and President confirmed Grant’s 
concepts, At the same time it gave him 
an object lesson about the dreadful 
things that can happen to a President 
who fails to get along with Congress. It 
made it inevitable that when he him- 
self became President he would provide 
an enduring illustration of the fact 
that it can be-risky to put a profession- 
al soldier in the White House, not be- 
cause the man will try to use too much 
authority in that position but because 
he will try to use too little.” 

In its way this book is a gem. Mr. 
Catton is an artist with words, and he 
has used his art wisely in these few 
pages. His summary of the early fron- 
tier west and the boyhood of Grant 
makes clear in little space some ex- 
tremely complicated historical periods. 
The result is a concise, sympathetic 
portrait of a much-maligned man. 

Rumor has it that Mr. Catton {is to 
complete Lloyd Lewis's definitive life 
of Grant. The choice is sure to be pop- 
ular with all Civil War students and 
with casual readers as well.

For some years, four-engined 
transport and bomber-type planes 
of the air force equipped with fj 
every known instrument of polar 
navigation and operated by spe- 
cially trained crews have been 
flying regularly to and from the 
i North Pole out of bases in Alaska 
and Greenland. The great range 
of these planes and their ability 
to climb above most polar weath- 
er so that navigational “shots” 
with a sextant can be taken in 
flight on the stars or sun has 
made this “North Pole milk run” 
almos as safe and routine as 
flights between New York City 
and London. 

Floating Ice Cube. 

The carrying out of a flight 
on to a “floating ice cube” far 
out in the grinding masses of ice 
covering the top of the world 
and the subsequent landing of 
. passengers and cargo on the ice 
island's frozen surface with no 
electronic aids except a weak 
radio beacon is no mean accom- 
plishment.

Communists or subversives. That 
is correct, is it not? 

McCarthy: There I am afraid 

we have to part slightly.... I 


fear that Bob Stevens does not 


realize the tremendous inter- 
woven Communist conspiracy. If 
he did, he would have been 
willing to work with us... (and) 
bring the members of that old 
Truman loyalty board who 
cleared Communists, and make 
them explain why they sent 
Communists back to Fort Mon- 
mouth. I could find no fault 
with his activities until the time 
when he finally succumbed to 
the pressures. ... 

McCarthy suggested that Sym- 
ington (Senator Stuart Syming- 
ton (Dem.), Missouri), and Clark 
Clifford, once legal adviser to 
former Democratic President 
Truman, played a part in these 
pressures. He said he thought 
if Stevens ‘‘were a_ stronger 


man... he would have done 
the country a great deal of good 
if he had come forward and said, 
‘we were mistaken. Somebody 
misguided me.’” 

(But, he said, “once he got 
into this, he insisted on going 
forward ... the greatest mark 
of a strong character is to admit 
that you have been mistaken 

. what he has done, he is- 
sued charges which would rob 
the two young men (Cohn and 
Carr) ... of their reputation: 
it would rob them of their jobs.” 

(Jenkins recalled Stevens had 
testified that if he were to judge 
the case against Carr on what 
he knew and the testimony he 
would “acquit” Carr. McCarthy 
said that was “essentially cor- 
rect.”’) 


Jenkins: You say that in 
.your opinion he (Stevens) has 
from time to time been ill-ad- 
vised and you attribute his 
mistakes ... misguided advice 
on the part of his friends, so- 
called. That is essentially 
what you have said, isn’t it, 
Senator McCarthy? 


McCarthy: Yes, and. ..I 
think the monitored phone 
| calls prove that definifely. 
| They prove that Bob Stevens 
| talking to the Senators, when

didn’t build up a false story. 
He said in effect, as you will 
recall, there is really nothing 
to this, it is greatly exagger- 
ated. If he were a dishonest 
man, he could have very well 
built up a story. ... I sincere- 
ly hope that when these hear- 
ings are over I can again sit 
down with Secretary Stevens 
and work out the type of co- 
operation which we had for 
some time. 


I have no ill feeling whatso- 
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ever toward Secretary Stev- 
ens. ..« I think he was badly 
mousetrapped, ... I don’t be- 
lieve he knew that he was 
having the shots called by the 
political adviser of the oppo- 
site party. I am not criticizing 
the political adviser of the 

Democratic party for doing 

that. If he could get away 

with it, if he could destroy the 

Republican party in that fash- 

ion, if he felt the party should 

be destroyed, he may have felt 
that was his job....I1 do 
think ... we must... find 
out who was calling the shots, 
because ...if that were to 
continue it would mean the 
ruination of the two-party 

system. If we don’t have a 
two-party system, then this re- 
public can’t survive.

Jenkins: . . . You know that

McCarthy: I am not too sure 
about that. It appears now that 
newsmen who have always been | 
against the exposure of Com-| 
munists, who have always been | 
against the Republican Admin- | 
istration, were the chief ad-. 
visers of Mr. Adams long before 
this matter was brought to Mr. 
Stevens's attention. What part 
they played in the drafting of 
the charges, I frankly don't 
know. I.am inclined to think 
that Stevens had very, very lit- 
tle to do with the drafting of 
the charges. 

(McCarthy agreed with Jen- 
kins that the charges that he 
and his staff sought by improp- 
er means to get preferential 
treatment for ‘David Schine 
were “extremely serious.” Mc- 
Carthy added: “If true.” 
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(Jenkins then went over the 
qualifications of Schine for a 
post on McCarthy's staff as an 
“ynpaid consultant.” McCarthy 
acknowledged he had not known 
Schine and did not ascertain 
whether he had investigative ex- 
perience or the ability to in- 
terrogate witnesses. He repeat- 
ed that Schine came largely on 
Cohn's recommendation but that 
the Senator had the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation make a 
quick check and had talked with 
some reporters in New York 
about him. He didn’t mention 
their names. 

(McCarthy said he found 
Schine had been doing some 
writing on Communism that 
showed ‘“‘a lot of study.”) 

McCarthy: . ..I was 
much impressed by the fact that 
this young man, who could have 
been spending his time in the 
sunshine of Florida where they 
had a hotel, would be willing to 
spend long hours every day 
working for nothing, paying his 
own expenses, trying to help us 
develop facts having to do with 
‘the enemies of this country. ... 

(Answering Jenkins, McCar- 
thy said it “never occurred to 
me” that Schine was subject to 
the draft, and that it was in July 
when he heard they were going 
to re-examine Schine, who had 
been in 4-F classification. He 
said the next he heard Dave had 
“passed his physical.” 

(Jenkins asked if that. was 
when he discussed with Maj. 
Gen. Miles Reber, then Army 
liaison officer at the Capitol, 
for a direct commission for 
Schine.)

Orders Speed-Up in

Ferguson said he hopes the 
Senate itself will consider the 
bill sometime next week. He 
said no effort was made to boost 
the funds in committee. but Sen- 
ator Maybank (Dem.), South 
Carolina, reserved the right to 
make such a proposal when the 
bill reaches the Senate floor. 
Maybank has criticized the re- 
duction of Army ground strength | 
by two divisions, contemplated 
in the “New Look” program. 

The committee breakdown 
gave the Army $7,619,066,986— 
exactly the amount voted by the 
House, $9,719,122,500 for the 
Navy—an increase of $13,284,000 
over the House bill, and $10,- 
982,860,000 for the Air Force— 
$163,550,000 more than the 
House.

Wailes, a New Yorker, joined 
the foreign service in 1929. He 
will stay on as chief of the Bu- 


reau of Personnel and Adminis- 
tration until his task of imple- 
menting recommendations of 


Secretary Dulles’s public com- 
mittee on personnel is finished. 
The recommendations of that 
committee now are before Dulles 
for consideration. 

Some State Department offi- 
cials objected that the combina- 
tion. of security and personnel 
assignments made McLeod both 
policeman and judge in respect 
to the thousands of employes in 
the Foreign Service and State 
Department. 

Earlier this year, Wailes as 
assistant secretary for adminis- 
tration was officially given re- 
sponsibility for personnel. There 
have been reports, however, that 
the transfer, which was under- 
stood to have displeased McLeod, 
was mainly a paper transfer 


and that McLeod has in fact re- 
tained great power and influ- 
ence in that field. 

Some informants, said another 
reported element in the situa- 
tion was dissatisfaction on 
Wailes’s part over the fact that 
the Foreign Service inspection 
corps operates under McLeod 
as the department’s chief secur- 
ity officer. 

Wailes himself, when asked 
for his reasons for resigning, 


would say only that he had been 
on the job here for three years. 


“That’s a normal tour of duty 
in the department for a Foreign 
Service officer,” he said, “and 
I think it’s about time that I go 
back out to the field.” He has 
not been given a new assign- 
ment yet.

AESAR rebuilt the Iberian walls of Seville. The Moors

Heartening Book

OF the Gesell Institute of Child Development 
. gy F you are parents who find that the advice in books does 
| n0t always work, you will find company in writer Gail 
Little. Her “Design for Motherhood” (Ronald Press) has 
provided us with some of the heartiest laughs we've had for 
some time. (Books on parenthood and what to do about it 
are sometimes—we hope —helpful, but they are seldom 

amusing.) 

“Design for Motherhood” doesn’t attempt to tell you 
specifically what to do about your children. In fact, it is 


the author’s contention that nobody can, in the final 
analysis, do that. 
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THIS BOOK will probably appeal most to mothers of 
new babies, or to those whose children are still preschool- 
ers. It doesn't, as we say, try to tell you what to do about 
your problems. But it will be lots of company for those of 
you who find that the techniques recommended by the 
psychologist just don't always work with your own child. 

Mrs. Little points out, in her preface, that the best 
rules sometimes do not work and that the best system in 
the world is not always foolproof. It is her belief, as it 
will have been your own éxperience, that you often have 
to improvise. She attempts in this book, from her own 
experience, to assure you that your own improvisation will 
probably be adequate. She tries to give you confidence in 
your own ability to break the “rules.” i 

She emphasizes a point which we have often stressed— 
that you can sometimes even do the “wrong” thing, if you 
do it with confidence and serenity, and get the “right” 
results. 

| x *«* * 

ALL OF THIS is not an entirely new notion, but it 
may give some of you mothers a feeling of companionship 
to read of these lively experiences about the house, which 
may in many ways parallel] your own. The book is full 
of those horrible little incidents, so gruesome to experi- 
ence, so amusing to read about. : 

The story starts at the moment when, coming home 
from the hospital with your new baby, you think it may 
all be too much for you gnd you'd better send for mother— 
enly to realize that you are the mother. It takes you in 
detail through those first diaper-dominated months, and 
through the coming of the second baby. Skipping four 
years of age—about which she implies the less said the 
better—she gets as far as that terrible six-year-old stage. 
Her own picture of this age pleases us, because she is one 


of the few people who paints it as being even more hatz-, 


ardous that we ourselves have hinted. 

If this age range, and these problems, interest you, we 
hope you'll get hold of “Design for Motherhood.” It should 
give you confidence.

I think Dad rather 
favors this but Mom says it is 
all wrong—we ought to have the 
time free to play. She claims 
we'll be out in the world and 
hard at work soon enough. and 
ought to enjoy our youth while 
we can. 

“In her idea, we'd just loaf 
around home all summer. I'd 
give her a little help with the 
housework, as I always do. Ed 
would mow the lawn and take 
care of the garden and the car, 
as he always does. We'd go otf 
on occasional picnics, and dur- 
ing Dad’s two-week vacation the 
whole family would drive to the 
mountains and camp out.

Plans for the reception or 
breakfast, whether the wedding 
is to be small or large, need 
careful consideration.

- The batter for the two cakes 
should be mixed separately, but 
if you have two tube pans, the 
cakes may be baked at the same 
time. Otherwise, they can be 
done in two installments. The 
cakes should be thoroughly 
cooled on racks.

NE sure thing that can be 

said about furniture is that 

regardless of style and cost, 
if it’s in daily use it's going to 
take a beating. 


And sooner or later either you 
remove some of the signs of 
these beatings or the piece will 
be a pretty sorry looking item. 


Tables, for example, often de- 
velop white marks on the finish 
where someone has set a plate 
that was a little too warm. Some- 
times the marks can be wiped 
off with turpentine or with a 
solution of vinegar and water. 


Cigar and cigarette ashes 
rubbed with a moist finger often 
do the trick but when all these 
efforts fail, try polishing out 
the mark with a piece of felt, 
some linseed oil and some pow- 
dered rottenstone. Just dip the 
felt into a saucer containing the 
oil and then into a saucer with 
the _rottenstone. Rub lightly 
over the stained area, but rub 
in the direction of the wood 
grain. When the white stain 
has been removed, wipe the sur- 
face clean and rewax. 


Dents in the wood are not 
quite so easy to handle. Here 
the wood fibers have been bent 
out of shape. What we do here 
is remove the polish or wax 
from the area and then place 
a wet piece of blotting paper 
over the dent. Allow the paper 
to sit there long enough for the 
wood fibers to absorb some 
moisture and then run a warm 
iron over the paper. All this 
should make the damaged wood 
fibers expand back to a more 
or les$ normal position. 


After the dent is out of the 
way, you'll probably have to pol- 
ish out the damage left in the 
finish.

ITTORIO DE SICA, the noted Italian director (“Shoe 
Vy Shine,” “Bicycle Thief”) has directed Jennifer Jones 

and Montgomery Clift in “INDISCRETION OF AN 
AMERICAN WIFE,” a vignette, actually photographed in 
an Italian railroad station, about the an- 
guished parting of a married American 
woman and her lover, an Italian professor. 

The picture, at the ST. LOUIS THEA- 
TER, is strongly reminiscent in theme and 
setting of the English “Brief Encounter.” 
But, while it has its virtues in DeSica’s 
intense and naturalistic style, it doesn’t 
quite measure up to the British film. DeSica has elicited 
a storm of passion, a sense of futility, frustration, despera- 
tion and torture from his principals as the woman decides 
she must go back to her husband and child. He has graphi- 
eally produced her numb horror when she and the professor 
are arrested by station police for making love in a side- 
tracked and empty passenger car, and her terror of public 
exposure. He has effectively caught the mood of the station, 
with its hurrying, surging crowds forming a clattering obli- 
gato to the muted torment of the lovers. 

But he hasn't attained the poignancy of “Brief Encoun- 
ter.” The screenplay, with dialogue by Truman Capote, 
doesn’t explore sufficiently the inner conflicts of the lovers. 
The exposition is purely visual. You are looking at them, 
rather like some of the curious, staring people in the 
station, rather than feeling with them.

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The Life of Cheops, 47 Centuries Ago 


Discovery of Funeral Ship, Points Up Picture of Eg

The recent discovery of the 
funeral ship of Egypt’s Pha- 
raoh Cheops in a tomb sealed 
47 centuries ago has opened a 
gateway to the past. Dr. Wil- 


of this ancient world and ex- 
plains the place of Cheops in 
the early civilization of man- 
kind along the Nile. 


BOSTON, June 11 (INS). 
HE discovery at Giza, south 
T of the Great Pyramid, of a 
sun boat of Cheops makes 
one ask again what can life have 
been like at a time some 2650 
years before Christ, and what 
sort of people were those who 


built this great city of the dead 


around the Giza pyramids. 

In attempting to describe this 
period of the fourth dynasty 
for the second volume of the 


late Dr. George Andrew Reis-. 


ner’s “A History of the Giza 
Necropolis,” which was recently 
completed by me I have been 
struck by the discrepancy be- 
tween our knowledge of the fam- 
ily relationships of these royal 
people: whose faces are so fa- 
miliar from their statues and 
the very slight amount of writ- 
ten evidence which has survived 
concerning the actual events of 
their lives. 


The Greek historian Her- 
odotus, traveling in Egypt in the 
Fifth century B.C., picked up 
from his guides a series of dis- 
paraging stories about the kings 
of the fourth dynasty which 
probably are not very accurate. 

They seem to be based upon 
the awe inspired by the size of 
the Giza monuments and a con- 
sequent attempt to explain this 
in terms of the human suffering 
experienced by the laborers. 

Working conditions cannot 
have been ideal but they need 
not have resulted in the crush- 
ing misery deduced by Herodo- 
tus. The good natured give-and- 
take of the workmen's speech 
on ‘the tablets of’ old kingdom 
chapel scenes conveys a much 
more -pleasant impression. 

An account of the court of 
Cheops is the fairy tale known 
as “The Westcar Papyrus,” 
written some time after the 
period it describes. 

Here, however, one suspects 
that a considerable amount of 
fact is embedded in the legend, 
for the Harvard-Boston expedi- 
tion found at Giza the tomb of 
Prince Hordedef who in this 
tale introduced to his father, 
Cheops, the magician who forms 
its central figure. 

Perhaps the most delightful 
incident in this story is that 
which concerns the entertain- 
ment devised to relieve the 
boredom of King Sneferu, the 
father of Cheops. 

His magician suggests that 
girls be dressed in nets and or- 
dered to row the king on the 
palace lake. One of the rowers 
loses her hair ornament and re- 
fuses to ply her oar until the 
magician is ordered to roll back 
the waters of the lake and find 
the little malachite fish pendant 
which was resting on the bottom. 

One is struck by the human 
side of a King, called by his 
subjects “The Great God,” who 
interrupts his pleasure to enlist 
the services of a magician to 
satisfy the whim of a girl. 

* * 


. 

HE royal annals of the Pal- 
T ermo stone and its related 

fragments might tell us a 
great deal if they were better 
preserved, but there is a mention 
of ships sent by King Sneferu to 
fetch cedar wood, evidently from 
the Lebanon, to construct his 
palace gates. Similar cedar wood 
has been found built into the 
king’s pyramid at Dahshur, and 
Cheops must have sent a sim- 
ilar expedition for the cedar of 
his recently discovered sun boat. 

The largest body of written 

ematerial is to be found in the 

pyramid texts, a series of mag- 
ical spells designed to assist the 
king to take his place among 
the gods after death. 

These do not appear until 
about 200 years after the death 
of Cheops but seem to havé 
been composed over a long pe- 
riod of time. 

They make it clear that the 
king was to become one with 
the sun god Ra and would. take 
his place in the bark in which 
the sun traversed the heavens. 
It is for this reason that we 
find emplacements for sun boats 
in the neighborhood of old king- 
dom pyramids. 

The belief held by the ancient 
Egyptian that his life would be 
renewed after death led him to 
picture general aspects of this 
life on the walls of his tomb, to 
be magically transformed for 
his spirit. 3 

He also had-replicas of him- 
self-made in the form of por- 


trait statues that his soul might 
have a permanent residing place 
in a form like his own. Sim- 
ilarly, it was sought to preserve 
the body in the tomb and to 
provide it with food and drink 
as well as household furnish- 
ings. 

These were supplemented by 
the representations on the 
chapel walls which were accom- 
panied by prayers to insure the 
continuance of the supplies. 


ee 


HIS has resulted in a remark- 
T ably complete picture of 

Egyptian daily life, but it 
should be emphasized again that 
specific incidents are seldom 
portrayed, all being treated in a 
general fashion. 

The great sculptors of the 
fourth dynasty have left us re- 
markable portraits of the people 
of the court of Cheops. Unfor- 
tunately, the king himself is 
known to us only from a tiny 
statuette of ivory and from the 
battered faces of a relief from 
this pyramid temple, a rock 
carving at Sinai and an inscrip- 
tion in the alabaster quarries. 

Wonderful portraits of his 
sons, Chephren and Radedef, 
and his grandson, Mycerinus, 
were found in the temples of 
their pyramids and are now in 
the museums of Cairo, Boston 
and the Louvre in Paris. 

One of the most interesting 
members of the family was 
Hemiunu, the vizier of Cheops. 
He is shown in his statue in 
Hildeshein as a portly man with 
a shrewd, commanding face. He

was “overseer of all the king's 
works” at about the time the 
Great Pyramid was being com- 
pleted and may well have been 
in charge of that work as well 
as the re-burial of Queen Hetep- 
Heres, Cheops’s mother and 
wife of King Sneferu, the first 
ruler of the fourth dynasty. 

At Medum, in the tombs 
around the pyramid which may 
have belonged to Hunt, the 
grandfather of Cheops, and in 
the painted tomb of Meresankh 
Ill, the granddaughter of 
Cheops, first appear those scenes 
from life which form the chief 
delight of old kingdom art. 

They are concerned with agri- 
culture, the sowing, plowing and 
reaping of grain and flax, the 
raising of cattle and baking and 
brewing. 

The owner of the tomb is also 
shown in company with his fam- 
ily, fishing and hunting birds 
in the swamps. Meresankh and 
her mother are pictured pulling 
Papyrus from a little boat poled 
by a small boy, evidently gath- 
ering the flowers for a feat of 
Hathor, the patron goddess of 
the royal family of the fourth 
dynasty. Also in the tomb of 
Meresankh III is a representa- 
tion of the queen's furniture and 
another showing the workshop 
in which this is being made, 
beside statues and a stone sar- 
cophagus for her tomb. 

Furniture just like this was 
found by Dr. Reisner in the se- 
cret tomb of Cheops’s mother 
east of the Great Pyramid in 


1925.

sible to reconstruct the pieces 
from the way in which they had 
fallen on the floor, and from 
their gold casing. 


SE 

HERE was a bed and a huge 

gold canopy given her by her 

husband, King Sneferu. The 
box for the canopy curtains was 
richly inlaid, as was another 
chest and an elaborately deco- 
rated arm chair. A second arm 
chair had a simpler design with 
intertwined papyrus flowers sup- 
porting the arms. 

There was also a gold cased 
carrying chair presented to her 
by Cheops, in which she may 
well have been carried up to 
inspect the building of the 
Great Pyramid. In a gold box 
was a set of silver bracelets 
with butterflies inlaid in car- 
nelian, lapis lazuli and tur- 
quoise. 

The boxes of linen and food 
supplies had been marked with 
the seal of Cheops, but the 
queen’s alabaster sarcophagus 
lay empty in this intact tomb. 

Reisner deduced that an orig- 
inal tomb had been plundered 
at Dahshur and the queen’s body 
destroyed. 

The Vizier, not daring to re- 
veal this to Cheops, convinced 
him that little damage had been 
done and that the contents of 
the tomb should be transferred 
to the new cemetery at Giza 
where Cheops was finishing his 
own pyramid. 

Thus we gain the impression 
of a prosperous country, whose 
inhabitants were largely en- 
gaged in agriculture, but who 
knew something of the world 
about them through sea trade 
and through military raids be- 
yond their borders. 

A general picture of good na- 
tured peasants and closely-knit 
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family life emerges from the 
tomb scenes. 
ce 
HE marshes and the river 
T suppiied plentiful preserves 
for fishing and bird trapping 
and the desert game for hunting. 

The great estates were self 
contained with their agricul- 
tural labor and workshops to 
supply clothing and articles for 
ihe household. 

The huge projects for the 
royal pyramids, with their re- 
lated quarrying and transport 
problems had created a body 
of craftsmen unequaled in skill. 

The Hetep-Heres furniture; 
rich in material but simple in 
design, rivals the wonderful 
craftsmanship displayed in stat- 
ues and reliefs. 

It suggests that the houses 
and palaces, which have all dis- 
appeared, must have been equal- 
ly pleasing in‘design and con- 
struction, althowgh of lighter 
materials than those buildings 
constructed to house the dead 
man for eternity. 

All this was organized by a 
powerful government complete- 
ly in the control of the king 
and his own immediate family 
in the fourth dynasty. 

There is, however, a_ hint 
from tomb biographies and from 
the precepts of wise men attrib- 
uted to this time, that there was 
always a place for a clever man 
of determination and ability to 
make his way in this society.

Not a great many years ago 
it was a common thing to hear 
experts admonish their part- 
ners: “Never pass me out at a 
one-bid. Why tell the enemy 
that you have nothing?” 


Nowadays, things are differ- 
ent. When opener’s partner has 
nothing or almost nothing, he 
passes—and properly so. Fool- 
ing the enemy is all very fine, 
but there are other considera- 
tions! Observe the outcome of 
a featherweight hold-open bid 
in this case: 


South, dealer.

South did not do well at his 
redoubled contract. West opened 
the heart queen; South won and 
returned the diamond king. 
West ducked, of course, and 
when East played the deuce, 
thereby using the convention sig- 
nal which shows either a single- 
ton or precisely three of a suit, 
West knew that he could afford 
to take South's second lead of 
diamonds, (If South had two 
diamonds, there was no need 
for West to hold up the ace 
again; if he had four, the hold- 
up would be futile.) The upshot 
was that South won exactly 
seven tricks and suffered a 
1000-point penalty. 


In view of South's huge hand 
—5\% honor-tricks, 22 high-card 
points, to say nothing of his 
strong intermediates and his 
five-card suit—it would be 
captious indeed to condemn 
his leap to three no-trump, or 
his redouble, and so the only 
fair criticism must be aimed at 
North. It is not unusual, we 
observe, for players to make 
this specific response of one 
diamond to a one-club opening 
on “trash,” simply to protect 
partner against a possible short 
club bid, but with a hand as bad 
as North’s the best possible pro-

N THE reckless four days 

just past I’ve taken a glori- 

ous holiday from calory- 
counting by going on an eat- 
ing spree in 10 languages. 
Once before when I devoted 
myself for a week that time, 
to such international food 
consumption I believe I set 
some sort of record. At least 
I ate dishes prepared. accord- 
ing to homeland recipes in 23 
restaurants representing as 
many foreign countries. And 
all without leaving New York 
City. . 
A fact I established then is 
that whatever they call it— 
goulash, ragout, hotch-potch 
—everybody eats hash. This 
time I experimented with 
more elaborate dishes such as 
Paella Valenciana, done Span- 
ish style with chicken, rice, 
saffron, lobster, mussels, 
clams, artichokes and a few 
other vegetables overlaid with 
a heavy seasoning of garlic.

FOR LUNCH the day after 
the Paella, it seemed the bet- 
ter part of valor to ignore 
most of the enticing items in 
a Swedish smorgasbord and 
make a meal off meat balls 
done the Scandinavian way— 
they call them kottbullar — 
and flat sugar pea pods (no 
peas inside) doused with 
melted butter. 

Among other unforgettable 
items of the four days were: a
